ANIMAL MAGXETIS.W, 

Method of Operation. 

The mode of bringing the magnetised 
under the influence of the magnetic fluid 
was peculiar. In the middle of each room 
in which the persons to he treated were 
collecled was placed a large circular vessel. 
made of oak-wood about a foot or a foo 
and a half in height : the interior of thi: 
vessel was tilled with pounded glass, iror 
filings, and bottles containing magnetised 
water arranged syminef rrcslly : the cover 
or upper part of the vessel was pierced 
with iiuinereiis holes, in which were placed 
polished iron rod- of various lengths, bent 
and capable of being moved : this was cal¬ 
led the baijuct nr magnetic tub. The pa¬ 
tients were placed in successive rows around 
the baquet, and each had one of the rods of] 
iron, the end of which he applied to the 
part of his Imdy which was supposed to be 
the seat of the disease : a cord passed 
around their bodies united the patients to 
«ne another, and sometimes they formed a 
second chain by taking hold of each other’s 
thumbs. A piano-forte was placed in the 
c irner o£ the room, and various ai 
played upon it, sometimes accompanied 
with the sound off the voice and song. The 
miignetiser licld in big hand a polished nod 
pointed rod of iron from ten to twelve inch¬ 
es long. The bnquct was a reservoir of 
magnetic virtues; its interior arrangement 
• as lor the purpose of concentrating the 
magnetic fluid; the rods were the conduc¬ 
tors for transmitting it. The cords > 
the bodies of the patients and ihe 
chain of connection by the 111011110 
for increasing the effects of the fluid by 


rhe slightest indication of the preseuce 
either of common magnetism or ot elec¬ 
tricity was afforded ; that it is wholly 
precfable by any of the senses or by 
mechanical or chemical process ; that they 
tried it upon themselves and upon mam- 
others without being able to perceive any¬ 
thing ; that on blindfolding those who 
seemed to be most susceptible to its influ¬ 
ence, all i's ordinary effects were produced 
when nothing was done to them but when 
they imagined they were magnetised, while 
none of its effects were produced when 
they were really magnetized, but imagined 
nothing was done; that, in like manner, 
when broughtunder a magnetised tree noth¬ 
ing happened if the subjects of the exper¬ 
iment thought they were at a distance from 
the tree, while - they were immediately 
thrown into convulsions if they believed 
hey were near the tree, although really- ai 
1 distance from it; that, coiisequently/lhe 
effects actually produced were produced 
purely by the imagination ; that these ef¬ 
fects, though some cures might he w rought 
were not without danger, since the comul- 
sious excited were often violent and exceed¬ 
ingly apt to spread, especially among men 
feeble in body and weak in mind, and al¬ 
most universally among women : and final¬ 
ly, that there were parts of the operation 
of magnetising which might readily be 
turned to vicious purposes, and that immor¬ 
al practices had already actually grown 
out of them.” 

Notwithstanding such a report from men 
so well qualified to form a judgment, ani¬ 
mal magnetism continued to flourish 
such a degree, that Dr. Franklin, writing 
some time after this report had become 
public, and adverting to the proneness of 
mankind to credulity, states that Mesmei 
was at that time getting more money in the 
shape of fees than all the regular phy.- 
cians in Paris put together. To this da^ 
the belief of it is common, if not general, in 
Holland, Germany, and other continental 
nations.

1. The Hindoos in theory, acknowledgi 
e supreme God, but him they never wor 

ship, nor pretend to worship, except thro 
ome medium.—Hence their innumerable 
leities, superior and inferior, as Brahmans, 
'■roes, saints, the heavenly bodies, &c., 
d representing some attribute of Diety. 
ud through some of these as a medium 
one supreme God can only be approached. 

2. The Brahmans (priests) when called 
on to defend idolatry, affirm that images 
and visible representations are but helps to 
devotion. Nut absolutely- ueviaiHit for thei 


more learned and holy, but indispensable 
to the ignorant and unstable.—The mas; 
of the people say, they being ignorant am 
vile, cannot contemplate diviue essence; 
and indulge in holy abstractions of a diety, 
but have some visible object placed be for 
the eye, in order to fix the mind. The' 
argue for images, just as the Roman Cath¬ 
olic priests do, and declare their use to bt 
the same. 

3. Tlie Hindoos have Gooroos who stand 
between them and the gods, and are medi¬ 
ators and intercessors fdr them in like 
uer as the saints are with the Roma: 

It is astou.s ling with what satisfaction the 
Hindoos leave all their religious concerns 
in the hands ol their priests and gooroos. 
They have only to pay good fees and all 
will go right as to their souls. 

4. The Hindoos have their medicants of 
every grade, as gosavees, vyragees, sunya- 
sees, yogees, juingnms, bhopees, wangees, 
«&c. &c., answering to the different classes: 
of religious medicants, common beggars, 
devotees, monks, hermits, &c. &-c. of the 
Romish church. The Brnhniuns are the 
theorists, and legislators, these numerous 
medicants are operators —the righteousness 
makers, &c. About the olden temples, es¬ 
pecially in connection with the excavated 
temples of Elaphanta, Salsette, and Ellora, 
there are numerous cells occupied no doubt] 
by men of these holy orders. Pilgrimages, 
penances, austerities, bodily inflictions, are 
all of heathen existence, if not purely of 
heathen origin and borrowed thence by the 
Romanists. 

5. The Hindoos have their Bhuts an¬ 
swering very nearly to the Roman Catho¬ 
lic Friars. These often serve as village 
priests, and live on the ignorance and s 
perstition of the people. 

6. The Hindoos have their vashias,- 
wives of the gods. These are orphan 
or young girls voluntarily devoted to a holy 
life by their parents, or young widows who 

prohibited a second marriage.—They 
formally married to the idol, and from 
that time are consecrated to his service, 
at the age of about 12 years, or when they 
have arrived at the age of maturity, they 
taken to the temple where they spend 
rest of their lives—nominally 
service of the temple, but really iu t 
vice of and at the disposal of the officia¬ 
ting Brahmans. There is at every tem¬ 
ple just as large a company of priests, and 
as many of these women, and of devotees 
and mendicants and other loungers, as the 
funds of the establishment will allow. 
These establishments Imve been greatly re¬ 
duced within the Inst century by the loss 
of that government patronage which they 
enjoyed hefore the subjugation of their 
nintry to foreign domination. I wish I 
mid add that their present rulers (the En¬ 
glish) do not patronize these establishments 
Too many facts still witness to the 
contrary. 

7. The ignorance and servility and im¬ 
plicit credence of the common people in 
lie priests, are essential features of 11 i 11- 
’ooisin. The education of the lower class¬ 
es of the people, and of their women, is re¬ 
pugnant to their whole system. The Brail 
minis hold the keys of knowledge, as well 
as the keys of heaven. 

8. The Hindoo priests carefully and ef¬ 
fectually keep the Slmstras (suer 
lings) from the people. The rending and 
exposition of these belong exclusively to 1 ‘ 
Brahinuus. And the more effectually 
do this, the sacred books are not allowed 
to be translated into the vulgar tongue.— 
The Snnscrit language, in which they are 
locked up, and iu which most of the reli¬ 
gious ordinances are administered, is a 
dead language read only by the Braliinuns. 
Who does not see a very striking ressi 
blunce here ? 

9. The Hindoo* believe that righteous¬ 
ness may be accumulated by gowd works, 
penances, &.C., and transferred to others. 
Merit is bought and sold.—This traffic is 
extensively followed by devotees and men¬ 
dicants. A man is now living (the last of 
tlie Mahratha princes.) who paid a devotee 
25,000 Rupees, $12,000 at one time for his 
righteousness. 

10. The Hindoos perform the Sliadhu 
for their deceased relatives, that is, they 
feast their deceased relations, through the I 
mouths of the Brahmuns, and various rites I 
and ceremonies are performed by the Brah 
niuns for which the people are obliged t< 
pay just as high fees as their circumstan¬ 
ces will allow. Though they do not use 
the word purgatory, yet they talk ns much 
about delivering the friends from a state ol 
misery beyond the grave, as the Roman- 
’ its do. 

11. The Hindoos perform the Jupu— 
which consists in the endless repetition of] 
prayers—names of their deities and saints. 
This they often do, by that admirable time 
saving contrivance the rosary. Or they 
measure their prayers and vain repetitions 
by the hour. 

12. The Hindoos as will be inferred, use 
the rosary. The Romans probably bor¬ 
rowed this device directly from the Hin¬ 
doos, in the early ages of Christianity in 
India, or indirectly through the Moors in 
Spain or Portugal. The Hindoo rosary 
consists of 108 beads—the Mohamedan of 
101 . 

13. The Hindoos perform Tuppu, by 
which great merit is obtained and tlie bo¬ 
dy mortified.—Tuppu is a term including 
penances, austerities and bodily mortifica¬ 
tions of various kinds. These make 

eat part of the Hindoo religion. 

14. Fastings abound in the Hindoo sys¬ 
tem of faith. They are meritorious acts— 
though not I believe accompanied with 
much self denial.—They don’t exclude 
light food. The Hindoo might subsist for¬ 
ty days on his .fast dishes without feelino- 
the gnawings of appetite more than a Ro¬ 
manist or a Mohamedan. 

15. The Hindoos observe a great num¬ 
ber of festivals and holidays. 1 have a list 
of no less than 145, and some of these 
conitnue for several days in succession. 

They are anniversaries, birth days of their 
saints and gods, festivals on account of] 
deceased relations, &c. These are often 
celebrated with great pomp and show. 

These are harvest days for the Brahmuns. 

16. Holy places (ihe Tirtli) are of never 
eudmg interest among the Hindoos—but 
more especially among the Brahmuns, who 
reap the profits of them. These are sacred 

ms, temples, birth places of gods, 
to which pilgrimages are made, and 
which are a resort for idle priests and 
ire lazv and wild devotees. 

17 The Hindoos hove the k«lv lentoe 


which they use two kinds ; the first is one 
of the five natural. products of the cow— (f 1 
the other is prepared by the dipping in of; ame 
the Brahmuns great toe, which they use ] 
much in the same way as the Romanists, 
do their hole water. 

13. Tiie Hindoos divide sin into inward 
and outward—the Romanists into venal 
.tad mortal. Under given circumstances, 
lying, deception, frauJ, adultery, and in¬ 
deed any stn is justifiable. 8iu i:> reality 
is nothing more than ihe transgression of 
-lie commandments ..and the traditions of

19. The Hindoos give dou durm (gifts, 
ifferiugs and sacrifices) to the Binliitmns. iujje. 
In truth, a Hindoo’s religious character, I *•;** a " 3 
would he estimated according to his liber-; fjocau" n. 
ality to the Brahmuns. His prosperity 
depends much on the fees he gives tlie nuqciation 
priests, and almost any penance he may 
iiave to perform may he computed for a 

resent to a Brahmun. 

20. The Hindoos carry out their gods in 
nlemn procession. This is done on birth- 
ays of the gods, or on other festive occa- 
ious. The god is usually carried in a pa¬ 
lankeen, or under a canopy, and the pro- 

ession is accompanied hy musicians, and': 

great body of Brahmuns. These pro- j 
essions scarcely differ at all fre 
ginas processions of the R 
'hich we often witness in that country of] 
heathenism and bigotry. 

21. The use of the bell is common 
religtous worship the Hindoos. Bells 

frequently suspended at the entrance 
of their larger temples; and the worshiper 
when he enters strikes the bell to give the 
god warning of his approaeh. The more 
common way, however, is for the worship¬ 
er to carry a small bell in his band, which 
he occasionally rings as he perforn 
different parts in the adoration of his god, 
to keep" up the attention of Ins deity. 

Whether the Romanists use the bell for 
the same purpose, I know not, but certain 
it is the Hindoos have the priority in pniut 
of time. 

Like the Romish priests, the Brah¬ 
mans preieml tp cure diseases hy charms, 
.incantations, enchantments, miracles and 
the like. Such impositions are profitable 
urces of gain to the Brahmens. 

23. Like the Romanists, some classes 1 
the Hindoos and more especially, the M< 
haruedans, keep lights burning at the 

mbs of tiieir deceased relatives. 

24. The Roman Catholics in India, and 
elsewhere, as far as. I have been able 
learn, do observe very many of the rite< 
the heathen, and are under the baneful 
flounce of most of their superstiiio 
Their priests exercise the most uncotitrol- 

d sway over the inimls of the lair 
n the fears and superstitions in the same 
► iiv, practice pious frauds, and worship 
their images, apparently with the : 

■|iirit,aml certainly in nearly the same 
the Hindoos.
